Noe  Donates  To 
Assist  Knights 

Northwestern  has  received  a 
donation  of  $1,000  from  former 
governor  James  A.  Noe  of  Mon- 
roe to  send  the  college's  crack 
drill  team,  The  Black  Knights,  to 
the  Cherry  Blossom  Festival  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

National  collegiate  drill  compe- 
tition is  scheduled  during  the 
festival,  which  will  be  held  in 
April. 

The  Black  Knights  have  been 
to  the  national  competition  three 
times  and  have  captured  first 
place  trophies  at  all  three  festi- 
vals. Northwestern's  drill  team 
won  first  place  in  drill  competi- 
lion  in  the  spring  of  1967,  but 
linancial  difficulties  have  pro- 
ven.ed  the  cadeis  from  compet- 
mg  in  the  event  for  the  past  two 
years. 

Last  year,  during  the  Southern 
invitational  Drill  Meet  at  Louisi- 
ana State  University,  the  Black 
Knights  won  first  place,  defeat- 
ing Texas  A  &  M  University, 
wnich  was  the  first-place  winner 
in  the  Cherry  Blossom  Festival. 

Foimed  in  1958,  the  Black 
Knights  made  their  first  trip  to 
the  Cherry  Blossom  Festival  in 
19t0  and  won  first  place  in 
marching  and  fifth  in  drill  com- 
petition. The  next  year,  North- 
western captured  first  in  the  na- 
tional drill  competition. 

Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick,  in 
announcing  Noe's  contribution, 
said  the  former  governor  made 
the  donation  this  week  during  a 
visit  to  the  campus  for  the  col- 
lege's annual  Homecoming  fes- 
tivities. 


Financial  Problems  Pointed  Out 
In  Kilpatrick's  Homecoming  Talk 


Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick,  presi- 
'Icnt  of  Northwestern,  told  alumni 
returning  to  Homecoming  that  fi- 
nancial problems  could  force  col- 
lege officials  to  limit  enrolhnent 
'a  the  future. 

Stating  that  he  was  opposed  to 
restricting  enrolhnent,  Kilpatrick 
laid,  "We  face  the  problem  of  not 
having  enough  funds  to  educate 
the  youngsters  who  are  in  school 
now.  Unless  more  Tnoney  is  made 
available,  it  is  completely  possible 
that  we  might  have  to  turn  away 
students'  who  desire  to  attend 
Northwestern." 

Kilpatrick  made  the  remarks 
during  the  annual  Alumni  Lunch- 
eon attended  by  hundreds  of  NSC 
graduates  and  other  visitors  to 
the  campus. 

"Our  enrollment  was  down  this 
ijear  by  some  500  students,"  said 
Kilpatrick,  "because  we  could  not 
in.  good  conscience  recruit  students 
f)  come  to  a  college  which  has  had 
a  30  percent  increase  in  enroll- 
ment in  the  past  three  years  and 
just  a  three  percent  increase  in 
appropriation  of  funds." 

The  Northwestern  president  said 
many  students  were  forced  to 
leave  school  because  of  the  finan- 
cial pinch.  "We  had  to  raise  tui- 
tion and  rootn  and  board  in  order 
to  get  by,"  he  s'aid,  "and  many 
students  were  not  able  to  meet 
these  rising  costs." 

Students  who  had  worked  last 
year  in  student  employment  posi- 
tions in  order  to  attend  school 
were  also  caught  up  in  the  fiscal 
problems.     Kilpatrick     said     some 


$20,000  ivas  chopped  from  the  fi- 
nancial aid  program  this  year, 
knocking  numerous  students  out  of 
zvork  study  positions. 

Alumni  ivere  told  that  North- 
western is  $1.2  million  short  of 
full  implementation  of  the  student 
credit  hour  formula,  and  he  urged 
friends  of  the  college  to  "talk  with 
'/our  Legislator^  and  ask  for  their 
issistance  in  obtaining  the  neces- 
sary funds  for  the  growth  and 
development  of  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  Louisiana." 

"Northwestern  is  not  alone  in 
this  crisis',"  said  Kilpatrick.  "All 
of  the  state's  institutions  of  high- 
er learning  are  facing  the  same 
problems." 

He  said  the  fiscal  woes  at  NSC 
are  severe  because  of  the  failure 
to  have  the  student  credit  hour 
formula  fully  implemented  and 
because  of  the  college's'  unusually 
high  number  of  full-time  students. 

"Other  colleges  in  North  Louisi- 
ana show  an  enrolhnent  of  some 
1,500  more  than  we  have,"  he 
said,  "but  let  us  look  at  the  full 
time  students.  Northwestern's  full- 
time  student  percentage  is  higher, 
and  we  all  know  that  it  costs  more 
to  educate  a  student  who  is  carry- 
ing a  full  acadeinic  load  than  one 
who  comes  onto  the  campus  once  a 
week  for  owe  class." 

Kilpatrick  also  pointed  out  that 
Northwestern,  Louisiana's  oldest 
state  college,  has  older  buildings 
than  other  institutions',  and  main- 
tenance costs  are  higher  for  these 
buildings. 


Receives  Award 
From  President 

Former  Governo*'  James  A. 
Noe  of  Monroe  beca-ne  an  hon- 
orary alumnus  of  Northwestern 
during  the  school's  annual  Home- 
coming celebration. 

Northwestern  president  Dr.  Ar- 
nold R.  Kilpatrick  presented  Noe 
with  the  honor  during  the  annual 
Alumni  Luncheon  attended  by 
scores  of  former  graduates  and 
friends  of  the  college. 

The  honorary  membership  in 
the  Alumni  Association  is  one  of 
he  highest  awards  pressnt-^d  'cy 
Northwestern  and  is  only  the 
fourth  given  during  Kilpatrick's 
four  years  as  the  college's  chief 
executive. 

During  a  brief  address,  Kilpat- 
rick praised  Noe  for  his  distin- 
guished and  long  service  to  Lou- 
isiana. He  cited  numerous  areas 
of  civic  contributions  and  also 
thanked  the  former  governor  for 
his  outstanding  service  to  educa- 
tion in  the  state. 

A  native  of  Kentucky,  Noe  has 
spent  most  of  his  life  in  Louisi- 
ana. He  is  presently  chairman  of 
the  board  of  Noe  Enterprises  Inc., 
which  includes  the  operation  of 
KNOE  Radio  and  Television  in 
Monroe  and  WNOE  Radio  in  New 
Orleans. 

Noe  was  elected  to  the  State 
Senate  in  1932.  He  became  Pr^s 
ident  Pro  Tem  of  the  Senate  and 
was  elevated  to  the  post  of  gov- 
ernor following  the  death  of  C.j 
K.  Allen  in  1936.  ! 

When  his  term  as  governo; 
ended,  Noe  sought  and  won  re- 
election as  State  Senator,  it  wa.= 
Noe,  who,  in  1938,  introduced  anu 
succeeded  in  having  passed  a  -i' 
that  provided  for  United  State^^ 
flags  to  be  displayed  in  all  pu-.l.L 
schools  in  Louisiana.

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Seven  Are  Inducted  Into  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame 
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Rites  Conducted 
At  Homecoming 

Seven  men  who  carved  their 
names  into  Northwestern's  ath- 
letic history  books  during  the 
past  half-century  have  been  se- 
lected as  charter  members  of  the 
institution's  Graduate  "N"  Club 
Hall  of  Fame. 

Four  of  the  honorees  —  Hari'y 
Turpin,  C.  E.  Barham,  A.  A.  Bar- 
nard and  Murphy  Rogers — w^ere 
inducted  during  official  ceremo- 
nies at  Northwestern's  Homecom- 
ing football  game. 

Honored  posthumously  we^e  H. 
Lee  Prather,  who  coached  at 
Northwestern  for  38  years  before 
becoming  president  of  the  col- 
lege; C.  C.  "Doc"  Stroud,  long- 
time physical  education  teacher 
and  baseball  coach,  and  "Big 
Bill"  Dunkleman,  whose  school 
track  and  field  records  stood  for 
more  than  four  decades. 

The  seven  charter  members 
have  been  enshrined  in  Prather 
Coliseum  on  the  Northwestern 
campus.  Additional  members  will 
be  inducted  at  Homecoming  each 
year. 

Turpin,  the  second  of  only  four 
head  football  coaches  in  North- 
western's  61-year  gridiron  histo- 
ry, guided  the  Demons  from  1934 
until  he  was  forced  by  ill  health 
to  retire  during  the  1956  cam- 
paign. 

During  his  23  years  as  head 
coach,  Turpin  compiled  a  record 
of  101  victories,  83  losses  and  11 
ties.  Before  becoming  head  coach, 
he  served  as  a  Northwestern  as- 
sistant from  1926  until  1934.  He 
had  been  an  outstanding  perfor- 
mer in  football,  track,  and  base- 
ball at  NSC  during  the  early 
lyzOs. 

In  1939,  Turpin  produced  one 
of  Northwestern's  all-time  great 
football  teams.  The  Demons  won 
11  straight  games  that  season  and 
held  eight  of  their  opponents 
scoreless.  The  other  three  teams 
combined   scored   only    18   points. 

Turpin's  1939  squad  won  both 
the  Louisiana  Intercollegiate 
Conference  and  the  Southern  In- 
tercollegiate Athletic  Association 
championships. 

After  leaving  coaching  Turpin 
became  successful  in  several  bus- 
iness ventures  in  Natchitoches 
and  is  now  retired. 

Barham  was  successful  not  on- 
ly in  athletics  but  in  politics. 
Presently  a  Ruston  attorney,  Bar- 
ham served  in  the  State  Senate 
from  1948  until  1952  and  was 
lieutenant  governor  from  1952 
until  1956. 

"Cap"  Barham  was  a  well- 
known  name  in  both  football  and

baseball  at  Northwestern.  He  was 
a  quarterback  for  Coach  H.  Lee 
Prather's  Demons  from  1923  un- 
til 1927  and  won  recognition  on 
the  diamond  as  a  pitcher. 

Northwestern's  baseball  r  e  c  - 
ords  for  the  early  1920's  are 
sketchy,  but  Barham's  won-loss 
mark  was  above  75  percent  for 
his  collegiate  career,  and  his 
earned  run  average  was  among 
the  best  in  Louisiana. 

Rogers,  who  is  now  retired  and 
living  in  Grand  Cane,  was  out- 
standing in  football,  baseball  and 
basketball  at  Northwestern  dur- 
ing the  period  from  1915  until 
1918. 

He  helped  lead  the  1916-17 
cage  team  to  an  undefeated  sea- 
son and  was  noted  for  his  versa- 
tility on  the  gridiron  —  running, 
blocking,  tackling  and  handling 
kicking  chores. 

Rogers  went  on  to  earn  his 
master's  and  doctor's  degrees 
from  Columbia  University  and 
held  several  prominent  positions 
in  education,  including  Dean  of 
the  College  at  Northwestern, 
State  Supervisor  of  Elementary 
Schools  and  Director  of  Teaching 
Training  at  LSU. 

Barnard,  a  retired  Ruston  busi- 
nessman, earned  fame  at  North- 
western as  a  football  halfback 
and  fancy-fielding  third  baseman 
on  the  ba.seball  nine. 

In  the  Northwestern  athletic 
spotlight  from  1926  until  1930, 
Barnard  was  captain  of  the  1930 
baseball  team.  He  batted  .364 
that  season,  fielded  flawlessly 
and,  as  old  records  indicated,  had 
"a  number  of  home  runs  and 
other  extra  base  hits." 

One  of  Barnard's  brightest  mo- 


ments at  NSC  was  against  Cente- 
nary that  same  year.  Northwest- 
ern was  trailing  by  one  run  in 
the  ninth  inning.  The  Demons 
had  two  men  on,  and  Barnard 
was  instructed  to  bunt.  Instead, 
he  went  for  an  outside  pitch, 
driving  the  ball  over  the  center- 
field  fence  to  win  the  game. 

Members  of  the  Dunkelman, 
Prather  and  Stroud  families  have 
been  invited  to  this  year's  Home- 
coming to  accept  the  Hall  of 
Fame  plaques  and  participate  in 
the  unveiling  of  photographs  of 
the  Hall  of  Famers  who  will  be 
honored  posthumously. 

Prather  authored  a  thick  chap- 
ter of  the  college's  athletic  his- 
tory, coaching  from  1913  until 
1950  and  compiling  a  basketball 
record  of  388  victories  and  143 
losses.  He  became  president  of 
Northwestern  in  1950  and  served 
in  that  capacity  for  four  years. 

In  the  beginning,  Prather 
coached  football,  baseball  and 
track  in  addition  to  basketball 
but  decided  in  1934  to  give  his 
undivided  attention  to  basketball, 
although  he  continued  as  athletic 
director.  His  21-year  football  rec- 
ord was  69-45-11. 

The  Northwestern  Hall  of 
Fame  is  the  third  such  organiza- 
tion to  select  Prather  for  mem- 
bership. He  is  enshrined  in  the 
Helms  Foundation  Hall  of  Fame 
for  basketball  and  more  recently 
was  voted  into  the  Louisiana 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  Prather 
Coliseum  on  the  Northwestern 
campus  is  named  in  his  honor. 

C.  C.  "Doc"  Stroud  came  to 
Northwestern  in  1924  after  10 
years  as  athletic  director  and 
coach    at    LSU.    He    fielded    out- 


standing baseball  teams  at  North- 
western for  15  years,  and  the  dia- 
mond used  at  NSC  today — Stroud 
Field — was  dedicated  to  his  mem- 
ory. 

Stroud  was  an  outstanding  ath- 
lete in  his  own  right  at  Tufts 
University.  He  was  named  to  the 
Tufts  all  -  time  football  team  as 
left  end. 

In  addition  to  athletics,  Stroud 
was  one  of  the  South's  outstand- 
ing authorities  on  health  and 
physical  education  activities.  He 
served  in  Health  and  Physical 
Education  at  Northwestern  for  15 
years. 

The  Stroud-Nesom  Saber,  pre- 
sented each  year  to  the  college's 
outstanding  ROTC  cadet,  is  also 
named  in  honor  of  Stroud  and 
former     dean     of    education     Dr. 

"Big  Bill"  Dunkelman  was  an 
outstanding  halfback  and  defen- 
sive end  on  some  of  Northwest- 
ern's earliest  football  teams  in 
1913-14,  but  his  greatest  moments 
came  as  a  track  performer. 

He  won  first  places  in  the  100- 
yard  dash,  220-yard  dash,  120- 
yard  hurdles  and  220-yard  hur- 
dles in  the  Louisiana  Intercolleg- 
iate Athletic  Association  track 
meet  in  1914  and  also  picked  up 
a  second  in  the  broad  jump  and 
third  in  the  high  jump. 

Dunkelman  established  dash 
records  which  stood  for  more 
than  40  years.  He  became  princi- 
pal of  Raceland  High  School  in 
1925  and  held  that  position  for 
29  years.  The  Raceland  High 
School  stadium  and  athletic  field, 
Dunkelman  Memorial  Stadium,  is 
dedicated  to  his  memory. 
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
